None of the 

copper outer coating is present. A few dark spots are seen on the 

reverse that probably explain the MS63 grade.

a 108 1997 Cent—On 10C Planchet, Scratched—ANACS. Unc Details, 

Net AU55. Loss of detail is noted at the borders due to the reduced 
size of the Dime planchet. A noticeable diagonal scratch is noted 
across Lincoln’s head. An interesting mint error. 

">109 1918-D Buffalo Nickel—Lamination—XF45 ANACS. As 

described on the holder, a horizontal planchet lamination is seen 
across the top of the obverse. Otherwise, an evenly worn, medium 
gray example of this scarcer date.(#3938) (Registry values: P3, 
N491) 

■>110 1964-D Jefferson Nickel—Double Struck—MS62 ANACS. The 

second strike is 80% off center toward 7 o’clock, and is located 
between 6 and 9 o’clock relative to the initial strike. A lustrous mint 
error with medium silver-gray and apricot color. 

2111 1998-P Roosevelt Dime—Partial Brockage—MS62 ANACS. A 

dime (not this coin) stuck to the obverse die and became a die cap. 
It struck a small but unknown number of coins. By the time the pre¬ 
sent coin was struck, the die cap had become distorted, and the col¬ 
lar die was obstructed. The present error dime is a slightly off-cen¬ 
ter broadstrike, and the obverse is indented between 7 and 9 o’clock 
by the mid-stage die cap. which is not included.

ANACS. An irregularly shaped fragment with portions of the lower 
eagle, talons, and tail feathers present.

MS63 ANACS. The clad layer is absent on the portrait side of this 
first year Statehood Quarter. As a result, the Washington side (tech¬ 
nically the reverse) has bright red color due to the copper alloy of the 
core. Lustrous and well struck with a few light marks on the por- 
trait.(#5953) (Registry values: PI, Nl) 

2114 1976-D Type Two Eisenhower Dollar—6% Clipped Planchet— 
MS63 PCGS. A slightly curved clip is noted between 7:30 and 9 
o’clock. This error is undoubtedly very scarce on a Bicentennial Ike 
Dollar. A well struck and satiny piece with light apricot patina and 
no offensive abrasions. 

2115 1899 Double Eagle—Laminated Planchet Reverse—MS63 
PCGS. Awkwardly worded on the insert, but the gist is that there is 
a planchet lamination on the reverse. It is relatively wide and runs 
from the star below the T in TRUST to below the horizontal shield 
lines. Always of interest to error collectors, gold errors are the rarest 
type coins and consistently bring strong money when offered at pub¬ 
lic auction.(#9035) (Registry values: P2, N991)
